It was always the fault of 


mayor and the ch|ef. whoever 
he 


might be; then of the sheriff and any 
other officer; but never the fault of 
the-law itself. The friends of the law 
failed most dismally in getting any 
semblance of enforcement. 
Today 


they even fib about it. and 
declare 


that two years ago it was unforced: 
and one can hardly blame them. 
It 


is enough to make anybody ashamed. 
"What they can hopo in the way of en- 
forcement for the next three years, 
should they win, is hard to fathom. 
The Rose law has set Coshocton back- 
ward at least five years and another 
three year term would throw the town 
back at least fifteen years. 
The 


enemies of the Rose law won't enforce 
it and its friends can't; that's the 
situation. 


The campaign has been an unus- 


ually interesting one. The retail busi- 


' ness men and manufacturers, almost 


to a man. with .the two leading news- 
papers, have espoused tho wet cause, 
as the 'lesser of two evils. Three of 
the leaders of the dry cause 
have 


been utterly and forever discredited 
among men. caught bare-handed 
in 


false statements. The paper that the 
anti-saloon league nurtured and kept 
alive, started in the campaign 
do- 


' nouncing the Rose law and promising 
"retail bus'.ness men they would only 
give it half-hearted 
support; 
then 


they were whipped into line by the 
people they had sold stock to under 
"representation that they would sup- 
port the Rose law. 
At first an at- 


tempt was made to get the Ministerial 
association to father 
the anti-saloon 


cause, but the association as a \\hok1 


declined, for only a part of the local 
ministers took part. Some kept their 
churches for the worship of God. 


H is a matter of congratulation on 


the part of the businessmen that all 
the bitterness, invective and 
false 


hood has been confined to the 
ami- 


—'saloon element. 
The business men 


have made a clean and courageous 


. campaign. They deserve to win and 


they deserve the heartiest support 
of every man and woman who loves 
Coshocton.
